Lodge of. England, which was. officially 
brougtit into being on December .27th, 
(1613, says the Uarly Telegraph. The

wide importance, or, as expressed! in 
the official ‘report, ‘‘There could be no 
‘more appropridte manner. of celebrating 
the. close of the important epoch which 
has passed than that of endeavouring to 
set our house’ in “order and to fortify it 
afresh against the ravages of time and the 
dangers that-may possibly arise during 
‘that further epoch of even greater expan- 
sion. and activity. to: which all true. Frec-" 
masons look forward with confidence and 
hope.” 

Most drastic changes are to. be sub-. 
mitted for the approval of the craft, at 
the hands of a select committes appointed 
in February last, indluding the principal 
executive. officers af Grand Lodge, ‘who 
olected the ‘Pro Grand: Master as chair- 
man. This’ committee first recognized the 
diffienlty of a governing body of upwards 
of, 40,000 members, and .now suggests the 
éxention of-a small, ‘less tnutable, aud 


move responsible body, to’ which should 


transferred all administrative, legisla 


tive, and judicial. functions. 


The idea is to create 2 Grand Couneil 
of about: 400. members, \in. the ‘main 
elected by the craft,.with ca-oficio and 
nominated members, to whom: shall be 
entrusted the duties already enumerated, 
including powers to ‘deal with the funds 
and. property of, Grand Lodge and laws 
and regulations for: the government of the 
oraft:.
